PITCAIRN ISLAND 


HEN Piteairn Island was discov- 
ered in 1767 it was uninhabited, 
but twenty-two years later nine 

mutineers from the Bounty, reinforced 
by four men and eleven women of Ota- 
heite, founded a settlement there, In 
the meanwhile Captain Bligh and the 
few men who had been faithful to him 
during the mutiny, found their way in 


open boats to Timor, a distance of 
twelve hundred leagues. The descen- 
dants of the castav on Pitenirn 


Island remained undiscovered for nearly 
twenty-five years, but in 1808 Captes 
Folger paid them a visit in his Ameri 
ean whale ship. Expecting to find the 
inhabitants dangerous savages, possibly 
cannibals, he was amazed to find him 
self welcomed by civilized people who 
spoke English quite easily. The next 
visit paid by two Britistr frigates, the 
Briton and the Tagus, was accidental, 
but when Sir Thomas Staires, who was 
in command of the Briton, reported his 
find to the English Admiralty, he spoke 
in terms of high praise of the venerable 
old man, John Adams, who was the only 
surviving Englishman of those who had 
mutinied against Captain Bligh in the 
Bounty. The experiences of Alexander 
Selkirk, upon which was founded the 
immortal ‘* Robinson Crusoe’’ of Daniel 
Defoe, were all gained on the South 
Pacific Island Juan Fernandez, upon 
which the enduring Seotch sailor was 
for some time a castaway. In 1892 the 


Compadre, an iron barque, caught fire 
in mid-ocean, and was purposely run 
on shore at Auckland Island to save the 
lives of all on board, Here they remain- 
ed for more than a hundred days, after 
which they effected their escape.

some castaways from Tristan d’Acunha, 
who, after eseaping from their wrecked 
vessel, the Glenhuntly, had received 
the hospitality of the poor islanders for 
a period of five months.

HINTS FOR THE HOME 


To Preserve Brass Bedsteads—Rub 
them every now and then with a little 
sweet oil on a cloth, afterwards polish 
with a dry leather. 

Blue Water for Window Cleaning—If 
the water used for cleaning windows 
is ‘*blued,’’ they will retain their bril- 
lianey longer and polish more easily. 

Fruit ined Table Linen—Should 
be soaked in cold water, then soaped, 
The stain will be fixed if it is put into 
hot soapsuds in which there is any soda, 

To Keep a Spirit-Kettle Clean—At 
the bottom, rub it over before use with 
a piece of slightly buttered paper. Ev- 
ery few days rub over with a piece of 
soft paper and re-grease, 

When Sewing Carpets—If the point 
of the needle is pricked into a piece of 
beeswax, or wax candle, it will pene- 
trate the paper far more easily, The 
same applies to telt or any other hard 
material, 

Gas Mantles — When past 
should not be thrown away. Powder 
them very finely and apply a_ little 
(dry) with a cloth to plated and silver 
goods. A brilliant polish will result. 

Save Candle Ends—Place them in a 
jar after cutting off any blackened 
wick, and cover with turpentine, Let 
these dissolve slowly and use as a fur- 
niture polish, The best white wax will 
prove excellent and economical. 

Coffee Stain on Colored Goods—Can 
be removed if at once treated with a 
sponge wrung out in cold water, Place 
the damaged part on a clean cloth or 
over a basin, and keep on changing the 
water in the sponge till the coffee has 
gone, 

For Cleaning Light Paint—Rub well 
with a damp cloth dipped into fine oat 
meal. \vipe with a damp cloth and, 
lastly, with a dry duster. This is es- 
pecially useful treatment for finger 
marks on a door, 

The Color of Steel on the Range— 
Will, be greatly improved and look 
brighter if you damp a piece of cloth} 
with vinegar and rub it thoroughly. The | 
color is instantly improved and the or- 
dinary polishing may be done, 

Ink Stains on Your Blouses—May be 
quite easily removed by making a paste 
of salt and lemon juice. Apply this to 
the spot (any white material can be 
treated thus), and let it soak for sever- 
al hours, brush off, and, if necessary, re- 
peat the process before washing.

SPAIN AND LATIN AMERICA 
A Spanish Professor Says that Spain’s 
Foreign Policy Should Face 
Towards South America 
oe gh oe must rescue Latin America 

from the intrigues of the United 

States, declares Prof. Vincente 
Gay, of the ancient University of Val- 
ladolid, in the Spana Moderna of Ma- 
drid, to which he contributes a second 
article Oh South America. He bids the 
Spanish laborers to turn their eyes to 
the broad, rich acrés of South America, 


instead of flocking foolishly to the 
United States, lured by the Yankee 
dollar, ‘*We should insist upon the 


common blood of Spain and South Am- 
erica,’’ he says, ‘‘and encourage trade 
and intereourse.’’ The one obstacle 
to closer relationship between Spain and 
her former colonies is the United States 
which is always interfering in the in- 
ternal affairs of the Latin Republics, 
although, to be sure, as the professor 
admits, the Republics bring this inter- 
vention upon themselves by their own 
misdoings, He quotes the Chiapas y 
Mexico as remarking that ‘‘it may be 
that the Northern Republie abuses its 
power,’’ and sometimes intervenes for 
selfish purposes, yet: 

**So long as the Central Americans 
neither keep the peace, nor know how 
to assert their rights, intervention 
of the North Americans will be visited 
on them, Such intervention is an ab 
solutely necessary means of sparing 
to the world the spectacle of ever] 
ing butcheries, of governmental mis- 
management, which brand the people 
of Nicaragua as cattle are branded 
with a red-hot iron,’’ 

These \words lead the professor to 
give his own opinions of the relations 
between North and South Amerien as 
follows: 

‘*Do the United States contemplate 
making a conquest of Latin America? 


A Latin-American might reply: ‘It de 
pends altogether on ourselves. If we 
keep peace among ourselves, if we 


show them that we are capable of sw if 
government, if we refrain from such 
internecine struggles as sully our repu 
our independence will be se 
cure,’ ** 

Central America is, however, 
with trepidation as to its future 
and in the Foro (San Jose de 
Rica), their sentiments are thus voiced: 

‘*Unspeakably melancholy is the pre- 
sent condition of the five Republics of 
Central America, We all look on with 
criminal indifference at their onward 
mareh with rapid strides toward the 
destruction of tnat priceless treasure 
whieh we style nationality, The Yan- 
kee intervention in Nicaragua, per- 
petrated in broad daylight, the Yankee 
intervention here, in Salvador, and in 
Guatemala, performed in the dark, re- 
veal the road to perdition to which we 
are hurrying.’’ , 

Professor Gay thipks that all this in- 
vasion and monopolization of South and 
Central America by* Uncle Sam may 
be averted if they unite on the basi 
of their common nationality, He de- 
elares: 

‘*Spain is the Rome of the West and 
the fountain of its greatness, In Spain 
should be recognized the Pantheon of 
American heroes, I do not say this 
merely in a tone of romantie enthus- 
iasm, It is necessary to bear this in 
mind if we would cultivate that Ibero- 
American spirit which must prove the 
salvation of Latin America,’’

pendous inefliciency. The principles of 
efficiency are simple, are plain, are ele 
mentary; they have been accepted and 
practiced empirically for a tew million 
ears since life began on our planet; yet 
in modern America, we flounder in our 
productive operations, as hopelessly put 
back in the running as the hook-warm 
victim of the South, 


What is this insidious disease that}

In primtive times, with that fatuity 
and perversity which accountably char-| 
acterizes so much that is human, we 
turn to the left when we ought to have 
turned to the right. Having two forms 
of organization to choose from—ouly 
two, the destructively offensive and 
the constructively defensive—we choose 
for our industrial organization the de- 
strnetively..aensive type,and it does 
not work out, never ean and never will; 
while we ought to have chosen the con- 
struetively defensive type of organiza- 
tion, alone suited to productive up- 
building. 

The two types of organziation are as 
old as life, are therefore far older than 
humanity, and we have had to accept 
them as part of our inheritance just 
as we accept the necessity of assimila- 
tion, of elimination, of reproducing, of 
breathing. But there is no more reason 
in adhering industrially to the destruc- 
tive type of organization, since we have 
learned that the other is better, than 
there is in adhering to pack teams and 
ox earts after the railroad and automo 
bile have been perfected. 

To bring out clearly the radical dif 
ferences between the two types of or- 
ganization, in spirit, in eifectiveness, 
and in methods, we select two primitive 
examples, one a plant and the other an 
animal. The plant trusts to the gener- 
ous, often enthusiastic co-operation of 
forces outside of itself and it therefore 
draws strength of wide and unlimited 
range. ‘The mammal trusts to the occa 
sional, often grudging, ¢o operation of 
powers identical in kind with its own, 
therefore of limited scope.

not be released. The cones are hard 
and tighly closed, and have strong over 
lapping scales, 

More extraordinary still is the fact 
that the pine, after producing its al 
most invulnerable cones, keeps them 
hangine on its branches year after year 
Unless through some peculiar accident, 
the seeds would apparently remain at 
tached to the parent tree forever, Many 
of the cones on the trees in Kew Gar 
dens have been there for years, as is 
shown by the size of the branches and 
the formation of the bark. 

It has been found that the seed-vessels 
which this tree so powerfully retains 
are 80 well protected that it requires 
a strong knife, with the assistance of 
a heavy hammer, to cut the cone into 
sections, No ordinary conditions of 
temperature can make a cone open, 

The following is the only explanation 
yet offered that seems to have any de 
gree of plausibility, ‘he species may 
be perpetuated by fire. One who has 
studied the tree asserts that nothing 
but the intense heat of a forest fire 
could compel the cones to release their 
seeds. It has been found that under the 
influence of intense heat they crack 
open and the seeds fall out uninjured,
